Dr.  Leona  Holbrook,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education  for  Women  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  was  invited  to 
be  a speaker  at  the  Second  Gen- 
eral Session  of  the  Intematicmal 
Council  on  Health,  Physical  Educa- 
tion and  Recreaftion  at  the  10th  An- 
niversary International  Congress.

When  Brigham  Young  looked 
across  the  SMt  Lake  Valley  and 
said  “This  is  the  place,”  he  did 
net  see  a valley  covered  with  sage- 
brush and  weeds,  but  a valley  of 
grasses. 

That  is  the  ccmclusion  of  Dr. 
Bari  M.  Christensen  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  Botany  De- 
partment who  has  made  numerous 
studies  throughout  the  state  of 
Utah  on  the  flora  that  existed  dur- 
ing the  time  Mormon  pioneers  ar- 
rived. He  has  made  extensive  com- 
parisons with  present  plant  life. 

Quoting  many  of  the  early  pio- 
neers of  the  state,  Dr.  Christensen 
has  established  that  plains  of 
grasses  abounded  throughout  the 
lowlands  and  valleys  of  Utah. 

One  of  the  first  explorers.  Fa- 
ther Escalante,  traveled  through 
central  Utah  in  the  fall  of  1776. 
He  said  that  Round  Valley  (Heber 
Valley)  was  an  “abundant  pasture 
but  without  water.”  Near  the  Pa- 
vant  Mountains  he  wrote;  “We  had 
now  entered  a region  of  great  pas- 
toral promise  , abounding  with 
streams;  of  rich  bunch  grass— soil 
that  would  produce  wheat  and  in- 
digenous flax-growing  as  if  it  had 
been  sown.”

Due  to  overgrazing  which  de- 
stroyed the  natural  forage,  the 
prairies  of  grasses  were  soon  lost 
and  sagebrush,  shrubbery,  and 
junipers  began  to  overgrow  the 
plains  of  grasses.  As  settlers  came 
from  all  over  the  world,  many 
brought  seeds,  fertilizers,  plants 
and  weeds  which  changed  the  na- 
tural plant  communities.  The  in- 
troduction of  all  of  th^e  strange 
weeds  and  plants  soon  changed 
the  flora  of  the  state. 

Dr.  Christensen  was  able  to  find 
isolated  areas  still  typical  of  the 
range  100  years  ago.  One  such  area 
is  the  grave  yard  in  the  small 
town  of  Mona  in  central  Utah.
